FORMER WILMINGTON MAN 
DIES OF INJURIES 


Bernard Doucette, formerly 
of Wilmington, and lately 
of McLaren Road in Tewks- 
bury, ‘died early last yon- 
day morning at Saint gohn's 
Hospital in Lowell where 
te was confined Saturday 
with injuries received in 
a Tewksbury automo bile 
accident, 

The 34 year old truck 
driver was fatally injured 
at 1:30 a.m. on last Sat- 
urday morning when his auto 
mobile snapped off a ut- 
ility pole and hydrant be- 
fore rolling over several 
times on a sharp curve near 
Saint willi s Church in 
Tewksbury. 

Hospital authorities stat- 
ed that mr.

Russell Florence, 22, of 
Reading, who gave an Eames 
Street address in Wilming- 
ton, and who twice had 
escaped from pursuing pol- 
ice was captured during a 
surprise raid at the home 
of a friend, Carl DeTato, 
20, of Burlington Avenue, 
and pled not guilty to ass- 
ault and other charges be- 
fore Judge William J. Land- 
rigan in Lynn district 
court last monday. 

Also arraigned was Carl 
DETato who entered a simi- 
lar plea to a charge 01 
being an accessory after 
the fact. 

The joint hearing was con- 
tinued until Wednesday with 
bail of $2500.set against 
Florence and $500. against 
DeTato. 

As a result of the twe 
police chases, Florence was 
charged with assault and 
battery with a dangerous 
weapon, driving so as to 
endanger the safety 0% 
others, leaving the scene 
of an accident after caus- 
ing property damage anc 
driving after the suspen- 
sion of his license. 

Florence also faces other 
charges stemming from other 
cases. 

DeTato in whose home 
Florence was captured at 
gunpoint, was charged with 
hiding Plorence. 

The surprise raid was 
staged by officer George 
Shephard of Lake Street 
Wilmington, and officers 
gohn yalliday and Robert 
Carr of the metropolitan 
District Commission last 
Saturday night. 

When the raiding party en- 
tered DeTato’s home they 
caught DeTato and his wife 
before either could make a 
move. Florence dashed into 
the cellar with Shepard and 
one of the MDC officers 
whipping out their service 
revolvers and giving chase. 
They flushed the elusive 
Florence from a darkened 
corner and he surrendered 
without a struggle. 
Charges against Florence 
stemmed from a police chase 
along the Fellsway in which 
the defendant’s speeding 
car eluded pursuing police. 
Last Friday the officers 
spotted Florence speeding 
along Route I in Lynn in 
the same car. They gave 
chase and fired several 


shots but the car continu- 
ed. The officers later 
overtook the vehicle and 
forced it to the side of 
the road. : 

While one officer ap- 
»roached to question him, 
florence started the car 
and swerved it into the 
cruiser, almost running 
down the officer. Florence 
then leaped from his dam- 
aged auto dashed into a 
nearby clump of woods and 
evaded a dragnet thrown 
about the area by MDC and 
Lynn police. 


NEW TOWN MAPS READY SOON 


Detailed, accurate maps 
of the Town of Wilmington, 
cited by most authorities 
as the foremost tool of 
any well regulated commun- 
ity, are rapidly nearing 
completion. Beginning 
early in April 1955, when 
the aerial flight was made, 
a crew of professional map- 
pers and engineers have 
made a survey of the entire 
town. Boundaries have been 
accurately located, lot 
lines established, areas 
ascertained and checked for 
accuracy. Deeds; maps, 
tracings, have all been 
checked and plotted. The 
resulting data has been 
drawn on large scale, clear 
aerial photos that will 
become one of the best 
systesm of property identi- 
fication in the county. 

No more a guessing game 
of ‘where is it,’ ‘what are 
its outlines,’ ‘how much 
frontage,’ ‘how much area,’ 
‘what kind of land.’ It 
will soon be a simple mat- 
ter of seconds to locate 
any parcel of land in Wil- 
mington. Locate it ac- 
curately, find its owner, 
shape, size and any other 
items of pertinent infor- 
mation that will be on 
file. 

The aerial flight produced 
ninety-one (91) photos that 
completely cover the town. 
These photos were enlarged 
to a scale of 1* to 100° 
and for greater clarity 
and accuracy the slight 
distortions on the edges 
of the maps were cut off. 
Sufficient overlap in the 
photos made this possible 
and thus only the center 
portion of each such photo 
is used. A detailed map of 
Wilmington is then blocked 
off into 91 squares, each 
square representing the 
area covered by one of the 
91 maps. To locate any 
parcel it becomes a sim- 
ple matter of finding its 
general location on the 
index map. Finding the 
corresponding large scale 
map as indicated by the in- 
dex, and pinpointing the 
particular parcel. 

When one cons iders the 
fact that Wilmington has 
over 6300 parcels ranging 
in size from 24 by 80 feet 
to 74 acres, that owners 
are scattered all over 
these forty-eight states, 
that no basic system was 
extant when this project 
started, the magnitude of 
the work becomes apparent. 
Many interesting side- 
lights have been uncovered 
as a result of the survey. 
While no accurate figure is 
available, the amount of 
land omitted from the tax 
rolls may prove to be ‘sub- 
stantial.’ omitted lots 
range in size from 25 x 100 


lots to me parcel of about 
40 acres. Several parcels 
will necessarily be as- 
sessed to John Doe since no 
other record of ownership 
can be found, notwith- 
standing the fact that 
records were checked back 
to 1898. 

In another case there is 
substantial amount of land 
described in overlapping 
deeds. Each owner has a 
deed which includes this 
land, each claims the land 
as his own, neither knew 
that the other had any 
claim to the land. 

Another collateral benefit 
is the use to which the 
maps have been put by our 
various town departments. 
The highway and engineering 
departments use them con- 
stantly. our planning 
board found them almost in- 
valuable during the recent 
zoning study. Several 


large firms contemplating 
building sites in wilming- 
ton found them a great aid 
in land selection.

The cost of School ma in- 
tainance, in wilmington, 
for 1956 is budgeted at 
$93,430.00. our Debt Ser- 
vice is increasing to a new 
high, with $25,000 being 
paid on the old High School 
Bonds, $25,000 on the Wild- 
wood School Bonds, $40,000 
on the new High School 
Bonds, and $36,662.50 for 


interest, a total of 
$126,662. 50- 

The entire expenses of the 
schools, this year, as 
budgeted, to be raised by 


taxation, amounts to 
$553,614 .00, Or 54.3 per- 
cent of the budget, before 
Warrant Articles are voted 
in the town meeting. By 
comparison, the General 
Government expenses this 
year have decreased to 42.6 
percent, and the Statutory 
items amount to 3,1 per- 
cent.
